He modernized operations in the corporations de­ 
partment, where business has increased nearly 25 
per cent as a result of the new corporations code 
enacted by the Legislature. He did this without any 
increase in his staff. 
He requested advisory and survey committees to 
recommend 
administrative and statutory im­ 
provements to strengthen the state's Blue Sky 
laws. 
He issued seven cease-and-d5sist orders 
on illegal sales of stock within the last year. 
He filled a heavy schedule of speechmaking to 
civic clubs and other organizations throughout 
Missouri. 
We think Jim Kirkpatrick has made a fine sec­ 
retary of state and we heartily recommend him 
for your consideration in the primary. We be­ 
lieve he has justified his popularity in Cass Coun­ 
ty and those who have been interested in his can­ 
didacy in the past have every reason to be proud 
of his record of service to the state.

Narrator Harry Reasoner re­ 
called a series of “ fashionable” 
words and phrases “ that came

Mario Pei, an authority on 
languages, called English “ very
